Someone has raised a teasing ques­ 
tion over recent sug g estions about how 
properly to mark an election ballot. 
For months now various g roups such

That is all very well, says a technical 
friend, but how are you g oing to vote 
YES or NO on the Constitutional Ballot 
for three Amendments when opposite 
each of them are squares labeled FOR 
or AGAINST? 
Then on the J udicial Ballot there are 
no squares at all. 
J ust g reat big black 
YES and NO. 
Steady, nowd 
Let's don't become con­ 
fused over these dissimilarities. 
Insofar as the Constitutional Ballot is 
concerned an X in the FOR square 
means the same as YES; an X in the 
AGAINST square constitutes a NO vote. 
J umping J aybirds, who ever thoug ht this 
needed explaining ! 
While we are on this subject of the 
Constitutional Ballot we reiterate that 
Amendment No. 1 should receive an X 
mark in the AG.AINST square: while 
Amendment 2 and Amendment 3 each 


should receive an X mark in the FOR 
square. 


Now then about that Judicial Ballot 
which has no squares at all. 
At the top 
of the ballot the Instructions are clear: 
To vote YES just scratch a line through 
the black NO to the right of each Jud­ 
ge’s name. 
Everyone should vote YES 
on the Judicial ballot because there is 
an organized effort by op p onents of the 
bi-p artisan court p lan to knock out this 
highly accep table p rovision of our Con­ 
stitution. Voter ap athy at a tune like 
this p lays into the hands of p olitical 
tricksters.

of all by occup ying and commu- 
nizing (he Eastern Europ ean coun­ 
tries and erecting an Iron Curtain 
around U. 
The 
United 
States 
then 
took 
leadership of the free world in 
building a barricade against the 
Iron Curtain. It did so by econom­ 
ic and military help and alliances 
that stretched around the world. 
Since P.H« . when the Marshall 
Plan began, the United Stales has 
handed out almo.st 2 1 billion dol­ 
lars in economic help and over 
14 billions in military aid. It p ut 
its greatest tru.st on its military 
alliance with West Europ e, main­ 
ly Britain and France. 
The first crack from behind the 
curtain came in 1943 when Yugo­ 
slavia. asserting its own national­ 
ism, broke with Stalin although 
remaining Communist. 
One year later the Reds took 
over China 
and 
remained 
inde­ 
p endent of Russia. These exam­ 
p les gave new hop e to the satellite 
p eop les—whose nationalism never 
died. It remained only a hop e un­ 
der the tyranny of Stalin. 
But his heirs, ap p arently con- 
SC10U.S of the p res.sures building up 
in the satellites, suggested more 
indep endent thinking for all Com­ 
munists. this meant relaxed con­ 
trols. 
It 
lifted the lid. 
Having 
tasted again some of their ancient 
freedom, the Poles and Hungar­ 
ians wanted more. 
Meanwhile, the colonialism 
of 
this country’s two biggest allies, 
Britain 
a n d 
France, 
yielded 
ground slowly. For examp le: the 
French in North Africa, the Bril- 
i.sh in Egyp t. The British didn't 
want to take their troop s out of 
the Suez Canal zone. The United 
States urged them into it. 
In doing so. Secretary of State

Dulles

Nas.ser, once the British were 
out of the canal, drove on to rally 
the .Arabs around him Dulles in­ 
furiated him by refusing him the 
money to build a dam. Nasser re­ 
taliated by .seizing the canal 
Without the Middle Eastern oil 
that came through the canal. Brit­

In typ ical colonial fashion they 
reacted inunediately by wanting 
to 
crush

Nas.ser Dulles tried to coll them 
dow’n by stalling tactics They got 
fed up and, ignoring the United 
States, attacked Egyp t, using as 
a handy excuse the attack begun 
on F.gyp t by the Israelis. 
They said they wanted to stop 
the fighting.
